RIVER COUNTRY 


The sun is warm— school is out— and 
the long lazy days of summer are here 
again. Can you remember how good the 
green grass smelled and felt on your newly- 
bared feet? Maybe you, too, were one of 
the lucky ones who grew up in the country 
near a clean wide stream and an old swim- 
ming hole. Somehow, through the years, 
you never find anyplace quite as nice as 
winding old Clear Creek (probably dried up 
now). 

But today I re-lived some of those happy 
times in Walt Disney World’s River Country. 
Inside Fort Wilderness Campground, River 
Country is a unique new adventure ... a 
re-creation of summertime shenanigans in 
the water with good, clean, old-fashioned 
fun all summer long . . . and year 'round. 

“It’s everything kids ever wanted to do at 
the old swimming hole down by the river in 
the good old days, plus all the comforts for 
Mom and Dad so they can participate, too,” 
says Bob Allen, Vice-president of Resorts. 
“River Country is sort of the same idea 
Walt Disney had for Disneyland and Walt 
Disney World— a place where children 
can play while their parents join in the fun, 
too’.’ 

The centerpiece of River Country, located 
at the edge of the Fort Wilderness Camp- 
ground and Bay Lake is the Ol’ Swimmin' 
Hole— a private lagoon surrounded by 
sculptured rock, fast-moving water slides 
and white sand beaches. Here, the circulat- 
ing water for River Country rushes down the 
slopes and plunges over natural rock falls 
and man-made adventures into the lagoon 
below. 

Excitement lies in store at Whoop-N’- 
Holler Hollow where guests roar through 
giant trough-shaped water slides on two 


separate twisting journeys. One is 260 feet 
and the second 160 feet from top to bottom, 
and both end with a plunge into the Ol' 
Swimmin' Hole. 

On the other side of the rocky hill lies 
Raft Rider Ridge, highest point in River 
Country, where the White Water Rapids 
begin their swift-moving plunge. Aboard 
rubber rafts, riders race 240 feet down the 
slopes into the water far below. Beginning 
at a slower pace, the ride picks up speed 
as it descends toward a splashy ending in 
the Ol’ Swimmin’ Hole. 



There’s a water adventure for everyone 
in this unique river world. Visitors to River 
Country can sun on the beach of Bay Cove, 
just a dog paddle away from Bay Lake. Or 
they can take a refreshing dip in the big 
Upstream Plunge. And for youngsters, 
there are three special splash and play 
adventures— Slippery Slide Falls, the Play 
Pond and the Ol’ Wading Pool. 

River Country shares the rustic theme of 
nearby Fort Wilderness Campground. The 
natural surroundings of boulders, tall trees 
and waterways, with rough hand-hewn 
logs and river rock emphasized in the con- 
struction, provide a feeling of the wild 
old west. 

Located in a beautiful cove, cut from the 
Bay Lake shoreline near Cypress Point, 
this new single admission attraction is eas- 
ily accessible by boat or motor coach from 
the Magic Kingdom Theme Park and resort 
hotels. Guests staying at or driving to Fort 
Wilderness Campground, can board the 
Fort Wilderness Line for a railroad trip to 
River Country aboard the bright red steam 
train. Magic Kingdom Club members are 
eligible for a special admission price, upon 
presentation of their Club membership card! 

Yep, it’s been a real good day. Only thing 
I missed was raiding Old Man Haynes’ 
watermelon patch. And if Bob Kelly had 
been here today we probably would have 
bought a ripe one at nearby “Pop’s Place" 
. . .and just pretended. 




Executive Director

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The 90-foot Grand Canygi 
mural contains more than 
18,000 handpainted and 
fire-glazed tiles. 
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Glendale, California, and skillfully 
crafted by world-famed mosaicist 
Hanns-Joachim Scharff, the murals 
took more than two years to complete. 

Each of the murals was redrawn 
from Ms. Redmond's paintings to life- 
size proportions on heavyweight 
brown craft paper. The entire finished 
drawing, called a "cartoon," was then 
divided along natural lines into work- 
able sections, called "sheets;' 

Meticulous attention to details in the 
original paintings was faithfully main- 
tained by Scharff as he re-created the 
design on mural sheets in his California 
home. In the first mural there were 
approximately 55 sheets, each less than 
two feet wide. 

Then, using the indirect method of 
mosaic design, the tesserae (tiles) were 
first glued in reverse (both backwards 
and upside down) on the paper sheets 
bearing the design. 

When completed, the sheets were 
packed for shipping across the coun- 
try. After being sprayed with a water 
mist to prevent the glue from drying 
and the mosaic from bulging and shed- 
ding the glass tiles, the sheets were 
wrapped tightly in polyester film. 


Murals, an art form originated in 5000 
B.C. by the Mesopotamians of south- 
west Asia, have been popular through 
the ages and are still used as ornamen- 
tation on many buildings. At Walt Dis- 
ney World, two charming tales are vis- 
ually depicted through this ancient art. 


Adorning the foyer walls of the 
Magic Kingdom's 18-story, gold- 
spired Cinderella Castle, five glittering, 
richly hued glass mosaic murals beauti- 
fully portray the classic fairy tale of 
Cinderella. Each ornate panel, shaped 
like a Gothic arch, is 15 feet high and 
10 feet wide. 

Expertly designed by Disney 
artist Dorothea Redmond at 
WED Enterprises, Disney's 
"Imagineering" firm in 



Then, when all the sheets arrived at 
Cinderella Castle, they were reassem- 
bled on the wall by pressing the reverse 
side into the wet plaster. Later, the glue 
and brown paper were sponged off. 

The five completed murals contain 
hundreds of thousands of exquisite 
jewel-like pieces of glass; some of 
them are fused with silver and 14-carat 
gold. More than 400 regular colors and 
100 additional accent colors are used in 
the picturizations. 

Both smooth-faced Venetian glass 
and rough, irregular pieces of glass 
called "smalti" (used traditionally by 
Italian craftsmen) are included in the 
mosaic panels. Some pieces are as small 
as the head of a tack and many were 
hand cut and shaped by using a power 
grindstone. Continued 


Mosaicist Hanns-joachim Scharff 
recreates the intricate Cinderella 
design on mural sheets. 
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Another tall tale in tiles can be found 
in Walt Disney World's Contemporary 
Resort Hotel, only minutes from the 
Cinderella Castle via the futuristic 
monorail system. Towering above the 
hotel's longer-than-a-foot ball-field 
concourse mall is a massive 90-foot- 
high ceramic mural, unlike any in the 
world. The design of the mall and 
mural were inspired by the concourse's 
theme — the Grand Canyon — appro- 
priately named because of its vastness 
and similarity to a great open canyon. 

Based upon the culture of the Grand 
Canyon and southwestern Indians, the 
rnural's motifs were designed by Dis- 
ney artist Mary Blair at WED Enter- 
prises. Her inspiration for the mural 
came from a broad spectrum of re- 
sources, including Pueblo murals and 
Navajo ceremonial art, such as sand 
paintings. She also designed the two 
tile murals adorning the main con- 
course of Disneyland's Tomorrowland. 

“Children and animals are such a 
part of the art of Disney that they were 
chosen for the mural to show activi- 
ties of the people of the Grand Can- 
yon — with a whimsical touch of fun," 
explained Ms. Blair. “If any Indian art 
sources were to be singled out they 
would be Pueblo, Navajo and Apache" 

The mural and concourse colors are 


keyed to the earth and sky tones of the 
Grand Canyon as well as the vibrant 
colors commonly used in Indian art. 
The glazes used on the ceramics are 
both mineral and chemical based; the 
color pink is made partially from gold. 

Brilliant oranges, yellows, blues and 
greens blend to show happy-faced 
Indian children playing with birds, rab- 
bits, little brown bears and other ani- 
mals of the plains. Other children are 


shown gathering flowers and merrily 
doing their daily chores as white, fluffy 
clouds float by overhead. 

Using a full-scale paper model of the 
mural, tile setters, working in sections, 
used high-rise lifts and scaffolds to 
mount the tiles. A 54-ton jigsaw puz- 
zle, the nine-story mural took more 
than two months to assemble; the 
complete creative process took more 
than a year and a half. V 
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Painstakingly cult- 
ivated from a flat scrub 
and vine infested dab of land five 
years ago, this Treasure Island is now 
home for hundreds of unusual plants 
and many interesting species of rare 
and endangered birds. Continued 
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Old, weather-beaten, stripped by the 
elements of the dignity she once dis- 
played upon the high seas, the broken 
hull of the Walrus rocks tiredly in the 
shallows of a tropical isle. She hints to 
seafarers that they may have found the 
water-bound paradise immortalized in 
Robert Louis Stevenson's classic novel, 
"Treasure Island" 

This Treasure Island, though, is not 
the same one which served as a refuge 
for young Jim Hawkins in the 18th Cen- 
tury. It is, instead, a wonderful retreat 
located in the middle of Walt Disney 
World's 450-acre 
Bay Lake. 




Recently, a dramatic new addition 
was completed on the Island — a gigan- 
tic walk-through aviary. It measures 
320 feet by 102 feet, with a screen ceil- 
ing reaching 40 feet in the air. An ele- 
vated boardwalk, 12 feet above ground 
at one point, winds throughout the 
aviary, giving guests a superb view of 
the entire habitat. 

Visitors to Treasure Island will not 
find the gold so coveted by Long John 
Silver. Instead, they find a paradise of 
tropical plants and colorful birds. They 
watch as graceful black and white 
swans send ripples across clear, blue 
lagoons, and as brilliant pink flamingos 
step away, like a precision marching 
team moving crisply down an imagi- 
nary football field. 

These birds and others gather to- 
gether to create a magnificent rainbow 
of color, a sight surely valued by all 
who treasure beauty. Adding luster to 
the rainbow are crested tinamous, 
whose eggs range in color from wine 
red to deep purple, thus earning them 
the nickname, "Easter egg bird" 

The aviary also houses the Palawan 
peacock pheasant, a rare and endan- 
gered species. Sharing the safety of the 
aviary is its cousin, the argus pheasant. 
The full-grown male argus pheasant's 
tail feathers can grow to a length of 72 
inches or more. 

Elsewhere on the Island, guests can 
glimpse strikingly colorful king vul- 
tures, whose bright orange heads stand 
out from the deep green of their sur- 
roundings. They may be the only vul- 
tures who use smell as well as sight to 
find their food. 
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Still other birds are encountered as 
guests walk among the palms and ferns. 
Red-billed currasows, African crowned 
cranes and vulturine guinea fowl make 
their homes in the plentiful foliage 
beside the pathways, and the splendor 
of nature at its most beautiful sur- 
rounds the Island's strolling vacationers. 

Before leaving, guests can enjoy 
some of the favorite clowns of the 
tropics, macaws and cockatoos, who 
pose prettily for pictures in a perch 
area near the dock. 

Accessible by side-wheel steamship 
or motor launch from the Magic King- 
dom, or by motor launch from the 
resort hotels and Fort Wilderness 
Campground, Treasure Island is a fasci- 
nating, peaceful refuge for wildlife, 
beautiful birds and lush greenery, a 
place where everyone should be "ship- 
wrecked" for a while. V

Such an advertisement never appeared 
in the classified section of any news- 
paper. But the job was filled anyway, 
thanks to the extraordinary talents of 
Walt Disney Studios' Special Effects 
Department, which came up with just 
the right kind of hurricane needed for 
"Treasure of Matecumbe" Disney's 
exciting and dramatic new film adven- 
ture to be released this summer. 
. * J Continued 
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"Besides the hurricane" said Danny 
Lee, Oscar-winning head of Special Ef- 
fects, "we had to provide a number of 
other illusions, everything from bullets 
hitting the ground to a keelboat ex- 
ploding. But the most unique sequence 
in the picture is the hurricane" 

The hurricane occurs at the climax 
of "Treasure of Matecumbe" a thrilling 
search for lost treasure by two young 
boys in the post-Civil War South. The 
film features Johnny Doran, 13, and 
Billy Attmore, 10, as the boys. It also 
stars Robert Foxworth, Joan Hackett, 
Peter Ustinov and Vic Morrow. 

Fleeing from the sinister Spangler 
(Morrow), who will stop at nothing to 
get the treasure map, the boys are 
aided by Foxworth, Miss Hackett and 
Ustinov, who appears as the flamboy- 
ant Dr. Ewing T. Snodgrass, a peddler 
of patent medicines who befriends the 
boys as they make their way to the 
Florida Keys, where lies the coveted 
buried treasure. 

On their journey, the two youngsters 
encounter riverboaters, wanderers, Ku 
Klux Klansmen, Indians and other 
assorted and surprising characters. 

"A film with the scope of 'Treasure of 
Matecumbe' always has a lot of special 
effects," explained Lee. "In one part of 
this film, the bad guys break down a 
door. So we had to make a break-away 
door for them. We used balsa wood, a 
very light, spongy wood material. We 
scored it by cutting part-way through, 
then painted it to look like the original 
door. That's just one of the more sim- 
ple effects we did for the picture;' 

Not as simple for Lee and his crew 
was creating the climactic hurricane. 
Several weeks before the actual filming 
of the sequence began, Special Effects 
was getting ready. 

Several trees that would bend in the 
man-made wind were needed, so Lee 
and his assistants manufactured cypress 
trees made of P.V.C. tube, a more flex- 
ible material than wood. They would 
bend far more easily than real trees and 
give the illusion that the wind was far 
stronger than it actually was. 


Meanwhile, the Studio rented a large 
outdoor tank set for filming. A tank set 
is an exterior or interior area able to 
handle large amounts of water, and is 
used frequently for scenes involving 
boats, oceans, rainstorms and the like. 

Six 20-foot-high dump tanks were 
then constructed out of camera range. 
Each held up to 1600 gallons of water. 
When released, the water rushed down 
special chutes to the "beach" area, 
providing waves of water with enough 
force to knock a man down. 

The beach was made up of tons of 
dirt topped with sand, plus the artificial 
trees. Six-inch diameter pipes, fitted 
with rainheads, were used to provide 
rain. Large wind machines (as large as 
airplane engines) provided driving 
wind, which swirled and whirled the 
water, trees and actors mercilessly dur- 
ing the scene. 

"It took several days to film the 
sequence" explained Lee. "Then we 
had to take everything down. We left 
the tank set as we found it, clean and 
dry and ready for someone else to use. 

"We had a keelboat explode in the 
film, too" added Lee. "We substituted 
a urethane, plastic foam cabin for the 
wooden one already on the boat. Then 
we set our explosive charges, added 
some flammable liquid and smoke, and 
POW — we had our explosion. 

"Actually, we built the entire keel- 
boat, and a steamboat, at the Studio. 
Both had marine engines hidden in 
them for power, but they looked 
authentic. We even had a boiler on the 
steamboat, and burned some fuel 
inside to provide smoke. 

"We also built a burning cross, used 
in some scenes with Ku Klux Klansmen. 
It was made of metal tubing and piped 
with propane gas. We wrapped it with 
asbestos, which looked like burlap," 
he explained. 

Such a cross is far better for movie 
purposes than a wooden cross, Lee 
added, because it does not really burn. 
Thus, it can be used over and over 
again, take after take, until the film's 
director is satisfied with the scene. A 


new wooden cross would be needed 
each time if the scene had to be shot 
more than once. 

While a lot of the special effects used 
in "Treasure of Matecumbe" are fairly 
standard throughout the movie indus- 
try, it's always a challenge to make 
them appear real (and dangerous) to 
the audience. Much cooperation is 
needed between Special Effects and 
the other departments concerned: 
electrical, construction, the stuntmen, 
costumers, make-up artists, and the 
actors themselves. 

For "Treasure of Matecumbe" the 
men of Special Effects gathered all their 
skills, added great amounts of imagina- 
tion and ingenuity, and came up with 
some very special results. Through 
their efforts, what started out as make- 
believe on a movie set becomes a story 
of high adventure, as real to audiences 
as anything can ever be. V 


Disney Studios has long had a repu- 
tation for making the unreal seem real. 
Special Effects is responsible, for exam- 
ple, for the incredible stunts per- 
formed by Herbie, the Volkswagen 
star of "The Love Bug" and "Herbie 
Rides Again!' 

"We rigged up a dozen Volkswagens 
for each picture" said Lee. "Each car 
performed a particular stunt; driving 
by itself, riding on two wheels, break- 
ing apart. Quite a bit of work went into 
constructing them!' 

Working with automobiles is only 
one area the men of Special Effects 
work in. They must also work with 
metal, wood and various plastics, be 
knowledgeable in electronics, hydraul- 
ics and plumbing. "We have to be 
jacks-of-all-trades',' Lee said. 
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For 170 talented college students from 
across the country, this is the summer 
vacation they'll never forget. 

Selected mainly through a series of 
live auditions, these singers, dancers 
and musicians are performers/students 
in the Disney Entertainment/Workshop 
Experience Program at Disneyland and 
Walt Disney World. 

Assigned to one of three performing 
groups at one of the theme Parks, these 
freshmen, sophomores and juniors from 
colleges and universities across the land 
perform daily before thousands of Dis- 
ney guests. 

The groups are the singing, dancing 
Kids of the Kingdom, the All-American 


College Marching 
Band and the Adventureland Brass 
Band (at Walt Disney World only). 

The thrill and excitement of perform- 
ing live before so many people each day 
is enough to make any aspiring enter- 
tainer's summer a standout, but there is 
much, much more. When not on stage 
singing, dancing or playing musical 
instruments, the young performers are 
in classrooms or seminars listening to 
noted specialists speak on music ar- 
rangement, choreography, voice, acting 
and dozens of other subjects related to 
the art of entertainment. 

All in all, it's a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity for future performers to 


spend a summer learning and doing, 
blending the two to create a unique 
experience of fun, work and education. 

The Program is presented in co-opera- 
tion with the California Institute of the 
Arts, the only university of its kind in the 
United States. CalArts, in Valencia, CA., 
offers a unified environment of the arts, 
combining formal classroom education 
with live performance opportunities. It 
was established by Walt Disney in 1961. 

The Disney Entertainment/Work Ex- 
perience Program is an extension of 
Walt's hopes. Like CalArts, it provides an 
opportunity for talented collegians to 
work professionally and learn academ- 
ically. The Program offers up to eight 
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units of college credit for the summer's 
work, plus a weekly salary. 


"If I can help provide a place to 
develop the talent of the future, 
I think I will have accomplished 
something:' 


There are also many workshops held 
each summer, taught by guest lecturers 
from many areas of entertainment — 
actors, singers, technicians, musicians. 
Faculty members from CalArts and staff 
artists from Disneyland and Walt Disney 
World also teach at the workshops.

teachers, as well as for their own profes- 
sional experience. 

The summer begins with three weeks 
of intensive rehearsal to prepare the 
shows. Working with Disney's staff of 
professional choreographers, musical 
and vocal directors, the young per- 
formers polish their acts until all of the 
songs, dance routines and cues are 
learned and perfected. 

Then, with hope, eagerness, anticipa- 
tion and incredible excitement, it's on 
with the show! 

Each performance features lively con-

Brush-up 
rehearsals are held all summer long to 
help keep the programs fresh and the 
performers on their toes.

Purpose of the 
visit was to tape a few programs for the 
popular TV show's "Going Places" series. 

Joining Mike each day were top-name 
entertainers like Dean Jones, former 
astronaut Gordon Cooper, Trini Lopez, 
Robert Conrad, K.C. and the Sunshine 
Band, Phyllis Diller, golfer Sam Snead 
and Mouseketeers Annette Funicello 
and Bobby Burgess.

The shows also featured live enter- 
tainment by some of the Magic King- 
dom performers.

While Mike and his guests went 
through their paces on-camera, Mike's 
crew coped with the tremendous off- 
camera problems involved in produc- 
ing a show on location. 

And with segments of each show 
being taped in different areas of Walt 
Disney World, ordinary problems be- 
came extremely complex. 

For example, television cables, 
needed to connect the cameras to the 
show's electronic taping center, couldn't 
be stretched over Walt Disney World's 
vast 43-square-mile area. An alternate 
method had to be devised. 

The show's engineers quickly worked 
out a way to electronically tie the tele- 
vision cameras to central tape machines 
by using the famous Goodyear blimp as 
a kind of in-the-air electronic center. 
The plan worked perfectly.

Afterwards, his crew jok- 
ingly told him the tape had broken and 
they would have to re-shoot the scene. 
Later, they discovered the joke was on 
them. The first tape really did have skips 
and gaps in it. 



On another day, it was Mike's turn to 
joke — this time with his guest Bobby 
Riggs, the famous tennis player who'll 
try anything to win a bet. Bobby even 
agreed to an unusual tennis match with 
Mike: he'd play while tied to the leg of 
an elephant. That much of a handicap 
was too much. Despite his valiant efforts, 
Bobby lost. 



A delightful sidelight to the laugh- 
provoking match was the surprise ap- 
pearance of television's "M*A*S*H" cast 
— Mike Farrell (Hunnicutt), William 
Christopher (Father Mulcahy) and Jamie 
Farr (Klinger) who was appropriately 
attired in a lady's tennis dress. 

All in all, on stage and off, it was a 
week of fun for "The Mike Douglas 
Show" and its viewers. Mike hopes that 
his week of shows from Walt Disney 
World will become a yearly event.
